For today’s history lesson, taken 
from this book in tile part called 
Roster of County Officers, where 
we got our material of a week ago, 
let us delve into the first county 
board ol supervisors, because the 
county hoard meets this Thursday 
at the court house.

In 1874 tho administration of the 
county business was lodged in a 
three member board of county com­ 
missioners but in 1890 tho board 
of supervisors came into existence. 
The board was formed by the sev 
era! 
township 
supervisors, 
one 
elected from each township, and 
later assistant supervisors were giv 
en some of the larger townships. 
For example, all of the 13 town­ 
ships at present have one supervis­ 
or, but Harrisburg has five assistant 
supervisors, Eldorado has three and 
Carrier Mills has one assistant to 
bring the board membership to 2 2 . 
But that first list shows one mem­ 
ber from each township.

The ICA of 111. No. 82 Saline Co, 
says about this first board: 
“The electorate of Saline county 
adopted township organization at 
an election held Nov. 5. 1889, and 
Thomas II. Cain. William II Pankey 
and Francis W, Pickett were ap­ 
pointed commissioners to divide the 
county into towns (townships), On 
Jan. 20, 1890, these commissioners 
filed 
their 
r e p o r t 
naming 
and 
bounding 13 towns. The first meet­ 
ing of the board of supervisors was 
held Friday, May 2, 1890, th e sup­ 
ervisors present and each township 
represented being as follows ” 
But before we go further with 
the list, we can say that in those 
early days Tate was known as Hall 
township, Carrier Mills as Douglas, 
Rector as Texas, and Mountain as 
Somerset townships

The Harrisburg Humane society 
will hold the first of a series of 
anti-rabies shots from I to 5 p rn. 
at the H arrisburg city hall in Hie 
Street and Alley Division on Cherry 
street. 
The shots will he adm inis­ 
tered bv Dr. VV ll Dean. 
The date has been moved ahead- 
a month 
earlier than in 
previous 
years due to request from owners 
who have not had their dogs inoc­ 
ulated. 
Any dog over six weeks 
eld can be vaccinated, the price 
of which is $1.50. Only one vacci­ 
nation a year is necessary. 
Con­ 
trary to the belief of many, 
the 
serum is not furnished by the state. 
Dr. C. BT Reeder and Dr. VV. H 
Dean 
report that 
there has 
not 
been a case of rabies in Saline 
county this year and the City of 
Harrisburg has not had a single 
case since the organization of

Addressing the Big Four foreign 
ministers

jected the two demands Molotov 
had made as his treaty - signing

troops remain in Austria until

Civic, Religious Leaders Ask Reduction in 
Sentence for Du Quoin Slot Operator 
S P R IN G F IE L D an — A baker’s 
dozen civic, religions arid business 
figures today stood behind the mo 
turn fur reduction of sentence by 
tirean Greer, dot machine opera 
tor and convicted tax evader 
One of the pleaders for a re­ 
duced sentence was the Perry eoun 
ty judge, who said he thought the 
three-year term given Greer was 
" much too harsh and severe ’’ 
Attorneys 
for Greer 
filed the 
motion Monday in federal court 
Greer, called "the biggest slot ma 
chine 
operator 
southern Minor1 
w et had” by 
a tax agent, was 
sentenced to three years and fined 
$10,000 for income tax evasion for 
1946. 
In imposing the sentence Jan 5,J 
Federal Judge Charles G. Briggle 
said: 
‘‘I can’t condone the operation 
of slot machines.” 
Plea By Judge 
But the first affidavit in Greer’s 
petition for reduced sentence was 
signed by Perry ( minty Judge .Jud­ 
son E. Harris’s, who said: 
"Eventually he (G reer) branched 
out into the use of machines which 
for a long period of time were 
generally condoned but which later 
Drought about much confusion in 
the conduct of his own business 
affairs without any deliberate de­ 
sign on his own part to violate 
the law . . 
He has always complied 
readily with the orders of officers 
of our county 
" I sincerely hope that the sen­ 
tence heretofore imposed upon Mr 
Greer may be lessened greatly," 
Harriss said, "as I feel that to 


maintain justice the sentence is 
much too harsh and severe 
Plea By Mayor 
Lloyd E Pyle, Du Quoin mayor, I 
also asked Briggle to reduce the 
sentence. 
"Any leniency 
shown 
him (Greer) would not be wasted. 
as he is the kind of person who 
would appreciate it and use it for 
the hest,” Pyle said. 
In ihe petition, Greer’s attorneys 
said Briggle had “ erroneously con 
eluded’’ the operation of slot ma 
chines was Greer’s "principal oc 
copa I ion" from 1944 46, the years 
in which the government claims 
more taxes. 
"The facts are that his operation 
of slot machines during the years 
for which the government claims 
a deficiency . , . were 
confined [ 
solely to Perry and 
Washington : 
counties," the petition said. 
The government 
had . s t a t e d 
Greer used "seven or eight” route 
men to collect proceeds from slot, 
pinball and juke box machines in 
at least seven counties. 
Other Testimonies 
The petition said no aim of jus­ 
tice would he served by the three- ( 
year sentence, and described Greer 
us a "respected citizen" who had 
much to contribute to the com­ 
munity and his fam ily’s welfare, 
as he had in the past.
